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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that the Schutz reference does 
not teach a multi-layer inner container with integral electrically conductive sections matching a wall thickness of the of the inner container. 
However, the inner container of Schutz consists of a plastic container with an outer sheathing that becomes the outer layer of the inner 
container, thus an integral part of the inner container The sheathing provides electrically conducting sections, the latice of the sheathing 
and forms connections between an inner surface, the plastic layer, and the outer surface of the inner container, the outer surface of the 
sheathing. The electrically conducting sections have a thickness matching a wall thickness, the thickness of the sheathing layer of the 
walk The electrical conducting strips, the lattice, extend across bottom, sidewalls and corners of the inner container. The DE 7341620 
reference teaches construction of a tank (the inner container) with conducting strips incorporated in the sidewalls to allow the conducting 
strips to connect the inner surface of the inner container to its outer surface. Applicant argues that the inner container of DE 7341620 and 
of Schutz as modified by DE 7341620 is constructed in a different manner and results in a different type and manner of grounding than the 
instant application, however, the container of Schutz and Schutz as modified by DE 7341620 meet the structural requirements of the 
claims. Applicant has amended claim 1 to include the phrase "produced by extrusion blow molding". The Examiner considers the phrase 
"produced by extrusion blow molding" to constitute a product by process limitation that does not materially affect structure. 

The applicants arguments have been fully considered but they are not persuasive. The rejections contained in the final office action mailed 
December 1 8. 2006 are maintained. 
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
